.Mr. JohuBou was a well known 
and highly respected farmer who 
lira* with hla family eonaiatinf of a 
wito aatf aoTonl flUldNa, akont 9 
milaa overland botijw Hartford. The 
family raaidoneo la *bo«t Half a 
mile from Boash rlTor on tho north 
side. 

On Monday of last week Mr. 
Jotaaoa atarted out huntlni; acroas 
Mith rivor nd Wodnaaday nisbt 
foutd him at tho raaidoneo of Mr. L. 

K. Charlet, about three miles from 
his home, where he stayed all night. 
-N'l'Xt niorning (Thursday) he starl- 
. (1 out for home, carryinK over his 
Mbouldor a littlo toy doU wagon and 
haitag aoma ap pI K i iM., conaUting 
of Mm Yaara p r iaaata from Mra. 
Ohhrlet for hia «liildren. He alao 
had his hunting doff. 

About 11 o'clock Johnson arrived 
at th<! residt-nce of Mr. Arthur 
Nance, near Rough river, and asked 
Nance if he could uhc IiIh (Nunce'.s) 
boat to eroaa the river In order to 
get home. Mr. Joah Crowe, who 
had boea 0^ «»^fip4M«e.hBat near 
by. waa at the realdeaee of Nance, a 
n.'phew of his, at the time. Nance 
iiKreed to let Johnson have his boat 
and tho two started out the door to- 
>varda the river. Crowe started to 
follow, bat Naaee told him to sit 
still — iio would aooa return. John- 
son wont on towarda the river, aftoot 
J I . yards away, and Nance returned 
u, his house. He and Crowe talked 
11 few minutes and the latter soon 
left, taking the same route, Nance 
hays, that Johnson had taken 

Thia waa the l|wt Man of Johnson 
alive aad the laat aaen of Crowe for 
some time. Nanoe aaya that within » 
few mlnutee he heard Jobnson'a dog 
liowl and saw it across the river. Af- 
ter awhile Nanct' titarted out and 
lollowed the routt; of the men. He 
found hia boat tied at Knott's Ferry, 
aback IM yard* <roa»^ where be usu. 
ally liapt It. AtMrvarda Crowe 
came back to Naaee't koaaa and be 
and Nance went to XaUj'a Camp On 
Uoagh river. 

On Friday the wife and nelghhorH 
of .iohnson, learning that he hud left 
I lie residence of Mj. Charlet the day 
befofa aad had not yet arrived at 
ham4 taaaaM alanwi and aUrted 
aa taqalry. It aee m ad that nobody 
had aeen Jobnaon ataee he left the 
residence of Nance. He was traced 
to the river and Saturday the real 
search began. Much luqulr) waa 
made and the river waa dragged, 
lull Johnaoa caald<aal be faaad. 

The aeareh and draggtag oaatin* 
lied, however, aad at about I o'elaek 
.Monday morning these efforta were 
ie>varded by drag-hooks catching 
the body of Joliiisun at the bottuu 
i)( the river and bringing it to the 
surface. In tlie meaittime, however, 
ftsplclon had patatfd tP Joah Crowe 
kaowing aoBMthIng about the 
lafli — nn-T of Jehaaoa.

ft was said that any one of these 
wounds would have proved fatal, 
but the most serious was at the base 
of I he skull, a center stroke. There 
was another wound on the left aide 
of the head baek of the ear, alao one 
abova the ear aad aaa'aa the crown 
of hla head. The Ihvt named wound 
and the side stroke crushed the 
skull. He had no other wounds 
about his body, which was well pre- 
served in its supposed nearly four 
days stay under water. 

iividently nothing had happened 
to JohnaoB after he had beatt atruck, 
as his clothing waa not dlaarranged. 
He still had the little doll wagon 
strapped to his back and apples in 
Ills pockets. He also liad two squir- 
rels in a ))Ocket, a watch, pocket- 
knife and buncb of keys. He was a 
game warden of Ohla eounty and 
carried hla ewam l ga l e a la hli poaket. 
Appareatly he had died without a 
struggle after being struck, evidently 
from the reqr- Me had no we'apon 
in his clothetf. 

Tlie incidents c^overing the ac- 
count of this killing, as here stated, 
were g9tten mostly from County At- 
torney 0. B. Smith and Oaraaer Dr. 
Rile|r v.ho /ygff.P fWa t «ad hoard 
above named witneaaea. The exam- 
ining trial of Crowe is set for 
next Friday before County Judge 
Wilson. In the meantime, on Mon- 
day night, Judge Wilson bad the 
prisoner tranaferred to the Oreen- 
vllle (Ky.) Jail for aafe keeping, 
there havlag been nimora afloat that 
would seem to warrant thia proce- 
dure. Judge Wilson and County At- 
torney Sinilh are to be commended 
for their eQ'orts to preserve peace 
and enforce the law. The sentiment 
where the tragedy occurred, howev- 
er, waa aald to be ffreatly la favor of 
lettias the law take Ita courae. 

The funeral of Mr. Johnson oc- 
curred at Walton's Creek Church 
yesterday morning, the ceremony 
beinK mostly in charge of the Ma- 
sons, of which fraternity he was a 
member. . He waa a ffaod elttaea and 
highly aa t ee m ed. 

Johaaon waa formerly a reaident 
of Davieaa county, having been bom 
and reared in the Anderaonville 
neighborhood. In the aaathara aec- 
tion of that county. 

The deceased is survived by hia 
wife, who waa Miaa Howley, of 
Livenaoiw, la MdUaaa eaaaty, and 
six chlldroQ. Hla aged mother, Mra. 
Amantha Jobnaon, who Uvea lu Da- 
viess county also survives him. One 
brother, Archie Johnson, and three 
sisters, .Mrs. James Stogner, Mrs. 
Anthony Pbiilipa, of Centertown. 
and Mra. Albert Klag. of Davleas 
couatr. eoaatlthta the i— alad^r of 
hia family aaw Uvlag. 

Crowe, who la flfty-flve yeara of 
age, la prominently connected in 
Ohio county. His father represent- 
ed Ohio county in I lie Legislature, 
and lie is a brother of Judge C. M. 
Crowe, of Hartford, who reproaeuted 
Davieaa eaaaty la the LaglolatBre.

Jaaa BapMate Jolaa BamadaMa^ aaa 
«f Mapalaaa'a teaiahala and king of 
Swadaa aad Norway, waa bom at Pan, 
Franca, on Jan. 7a, mi. and diad la 
StockholB OB March & ISM. H* was 
th* SOB of a lawyer and was sdacatsd 
for that profession. In 1780 hs snUst- 
ed in the Roysl msrinss and snbss- 
quently took part and achlsTsd historle 
dtatlnctlon In the French revolntioo. 
H* worked his way up until h* be- 
came one of Napoleon's marsliala^ and 
he ended by being not only th* rater, 
but the popular sovereign, of Swsdsn, 
whose language be really never mas' 
tcred. With extreme inteiilgenc* and 
in this imitating Napoleon hlmsslf hs 
surrounded himself with a kind of roy- 
al medieval atmosphere. 

lie always remained a Vrsachaaaat 
heart, and. though he soon caassd to 
be on even friendly tsrms with the 
man to whom be owed everything, the 
news of Napoleon's overthrow at Wa- 
terloo filled him with grief. He was 
then still only Prince of Sweden and 
did not proclaim himself king until 
February of 1818. when Louta XVIII. 
actually found himself compelled to 
send an envoy to tieur his congratula- 
tions to u brother sovereign who had 
begun life as one of the humbleet 8ui>- 
Jects of I.ouis XVI. He lived long 
enough to see .Napoleon's remains tak- 
en to I'aris from St. Helena. Com- 
menting on this, he exclaimed: 

"To think that I was once a marshal 
of France aad that asw I osa 
of Sweilen!"

Madl- 
sonTilie to pooalbly the oaly city in 
Kentucky which has such a city law 
and why this is true only of .Madi- 
sonville. one can scarcely under- 
stand. Such an ordinance, properly 
framed tliat lis i)ri)visions may i i|ult- 
ably affect all alike, will, when test- 
ad bi the eoarta, ba declared consti- 
ttttloaal aad aaeh aa afdiaaaee wUI 
go far toward eoaaerrlng peaee and 
good feeling between the races. 

I'pon this subject the Louisville 
Times wisely remarks: 

".Madiaouville believes that pre- 
vention is better than <'ure. Ily no 
means ao evenly divided between 
white cttlaeaa aad colored aa to. for 
example, Ita near aeighhor Hopkiaa- 
vine, it has nevertheless seen the 
wisdom of taking steps to anticipate 
racial anlaKonism anil the depre(tiu- 
tion in property values lliai niUKt 
neceHsarily follow iu the wake of in- 
vasion of its residence sectiouH. The 
last act of ito outgoiag Council was 
the pawage of a "aegregatloa" ordi- 
nance, framed confessedly as a 
measure of precaution in the best 
interests of all the people. 

"in SoutliweHtern Kentucky no 
city is making more substantial prog- 
ress than the capital of Hopkins 
county; Its streets, ito puhlio build- 
ingH, its homoa glira avldaaee of a 
widespraad eoateataiaat aad proa- 
perity: situated in aa agricultural 
section not only rich and productive, 
but inlelligentiv worked, ii is espec- 
ially as a mining renter that .Madi- 
soiiville is comiiiK to the front.
